STORY 


(Not For Publication) Tommy Gordon (John Garfield) 
is a cocky and arrogant young racketeer, taking what 
he wants from the world without any thought of repay- 
ing it. His one weakness is Kay (Ann Sheridan) whom 
he adores. They are dancing one evening in a night 
club when the police apprehend him for his most 
recent robbery, and despite his "connections" he is 
sent up the river. He makes little attempt to adjust 
himself to the life there, and is constantly in trouble, 
despite the efforts of Warden Long (Pat O'Brien) to 
regenerate him. A prison break occurs, led by Steve 
Rockford (Burgess Meredith), but Tommy makes no 
attempt to escape. This leads the warden to trust him 
when he begs permission soon after to go and see Kay, 
seriously injured from an auto accident. He gives the 
warden his word that he will return, and hurries to her 
apartment. There he learns that his lawyer, Ed Crowley 
(Jerome Cowan) was responsible for the accident, and 
when Crowley turns up at the apartment, Tommy goes 
for him. They fight, and to save Tommy's life, Kay 
shoots Crowley, then persuades Tommy to run away. 
Tommy is sought for murder, and although he has a 
chance to escape, he goes back to prison to save the 
warden from public humiliation. From here the story 
moves to a swift and exciting finish.

John Garfield and Ann Sheri- 
dan make their first appearance 
as a romantic team in “Castle 
On The Hudson”, the film open- 
ing Friday at the Strand 
Theatre. Although both young 
stars are well-known to film au- 
diences for their work during 
the past year, “Castle On The 
Hudson” marks their debut as 
a team, and advance reports 
from those who have previewed 
the film in Hollywood, indicate 
that they make an exciting 
and dynamic combination. Pat 
O’Brien is co-starred with them, 
and Burgess Meredith heads the 
supporting cast, which includes a

Garfield's Own Stamp 
Marks ‘Castle’ Role 


Co-Stars with Ann Sheridan in 
Film Opening at Strand Friday 


John Garfield, Warners’ bril- 
liant new dramatic star, never 
stops looking for “‘pieces of busi- 
ness.”’ He believes, and there are 
many who will support his 
theory, that an _ execeptional 
piece of business oftentimes will 
spotlight what might otherwise 
be a dull, routine performance. 

Garfield picked up his latest 
piece of business which he uses 
in “Castle On The Hudson,” 
opening at the Strand Friday, in 
Mexico City during his recent 
vacation. He was sitting in a 
theatre one night (watching the 
premiere of “Juarez,” in whieh 
he plays General Porfirio Diaz, 
incidentally) when the actions 
of a fellow sitting two or three 
seats in front of him arrested 
his attention. 

“The man was a tough look- 
ing customer if I ever saw one,” 
Garfield recalled. “He had ar- 
rogance written all over him and, 
in spite of his hardness he was a 
handsome Mexican. He was in- 
specting himself in a _ small, 
square pocket mirror. Several 
times during the picture he re- 
peated the gesture.” 

On his return to Hollywood, 
Garfield found himself cast as 
the cocky, egotistical gangster, 
Tommy Gordon, in Warners’ 
“Castle On The Hudson.” Im- 
mediately he started searching 
for a distinctive piece of busi- 
ness to give the fellow. He re- 
membered Mexico City and, as 
a consequence, the mirror epi- 
sode became an important part 
of his characterization. Tommy 
Gordon is never without his 
pocket mirror and he makes fre- 
quent use of it. 

Garfield attributes a good 
share of his success to his rare 


talent for digging up unusual 
bits of business to incorporate 
into his screen characterizations. 

Certainly his first screen per- 
formance in “Four Daughters” 
would not have been nearly so 
arresting without the burning 
cigaret that drooped constantly 
from the corner of his mouth. 
Nor would his work in “Black- 
well’s Island” be so well remem- 
bered without the business of 
nervously scratching matches 
into flame with his thumbnail. 

Sometimes, as in “Daughters 
Courageous,” there is no need 
for special business to distin- 
guish a character. The script 
writers provided the business in 
that one with the running gag 
of the attempted sale of the 
whale’s tooth. Ordinarily, how- 
ever, through no fault of their 
own, the writers make no at- 
tempt to give more than a super- 
ficial description of their char- 
acters. They leave the rest to 
the director and his players and 
that’s why bits of business are 
so important. 

The buildup for the bit of busi- 
ness is by no means original 
with Garfield. Many other out- 
standing players have been do- 
ing it successfully for years. Jim 
Cagney, for example, invariably 
gives his characterization an 
unforgettable flavor with simple 
pieces of business like hunching 
his shoulders in “Angels With 
Dirty Faces.” Ricardo Cortez, 
before he turned director, al- 
ways gave his gangster por- 
trayal an unusual twist with the 
same methods. And George Raft, 
playing the taciturn gangster in 
“Scarface,” nearly stole the pic- 
ture by constantly tossing a 
coin in the air and catching it.

Fine Acting in Strand’s

Students of acting technique 
have an interesting set of ex- 
amples of good acting in the 
new film ‘‘Castle on the Hudson,” 
currently showing at the Strand 
Theatre. 

The picture, features John 
Garfield and Burgess Meredith 
as two convicted criminals. In 
one part of the story, the two of 
them undergo a mental aptitude 
test at the hands of a psychia- 
trist, played by Grant Mitchell. 

There is a deep vein of irony 
running through the scene be- 
tween Meredith and Mitchell, for 
Meredith eventually confesses 
that, like his examiner, he is a 
Phi Beta Kappa man with a col- 
lege education. Observers of hu- 
man emotion detect all the bit- 
terness of a man who has sunk 
from the heights to the depths in 
Meredith’s speeches. 

Director Litvak realized that 
this was a scene for personal in- 
terpretation; he briefly outlined 
to Meredith the emotions he 
wished conveyed to the audience, 
then sat back in his chair and let 
the young Broadway veteran g‘o 
ahead. 

Speaking quietly, his voice 
carrying just a suspicion of the 
deep scorn and bitterness in the 
soul of the character he was 
playing, Meredith went through 
the whole scene. ‘‘O. K. for me,” 
called Litvak. ‘“‘Let’s make it.” 

Once again, Meredith acted his 
way through the scene, subdued, 
forceful. Then he retired to a 
sideline chair to watch his con- 
frere Garfield do the next scene. 

Garfield, playing an insolent 
young racketeer, received the 
same basic instructions from 
Litvak, then went ahead to de- 
liver his own portrayal of the 
character. Swaggering, snarl- 
ing, the epitome of the danger- 
ous gangster, he changed his 
attitudes easily from contempt 
to cunning, from cunning finally 





to servility, beaten into obe- 
dience. 

Once again, Litvak was able to 
make the scene in one take. 

While the cameramen and 
electricians were arranging the 
next set-up, Litvak, Mitchell, 
Garfield and Meredith discussed 
the last scene. “It’s funny how 
the theatre helps you,” observed 
Garfield. “All I did was imagine 
I was playing to a theatre au- 
dience; I disregarded the camera 
and concentrated on the people 
watching me. It worked.” “Same 
here,” concurred Meredith. “I 
miss an audience very often in 
pictures.” 

But interested spectators saw 
two actors applying stage train- 
ing to movie performances, with 
results satisfactory to a critical 
director, and also to audiences 
who have since viewed the film.

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Wheels Make Film 
Industry Go ‘Round 


“New deal!” shouts the as- 
sistant director, and between two 
and five hundred wheels start 
turning as a motion picture 
troupe begins one of those light- 
ning shifts that have made the 
film business one of the most 
flexible industries in the world. 

The fellow who coined the 
phrase “the wheels of industry” 
may not have had the film busi- 
ness in mind, but his words cer- 
tainly fit the case. A survey 
made on the set of “Castle On 
The Hudson,” the film now at 
the Strand starring John Gar- 
field, Ann Sheridan, Pat O’Brien 
and Burgess Meredith discloses 
that not less than eighty-four 
pieces of film-making equipment 
move on wheels. 

Every lamp excepting those 
permanently attached to the 
overhead catwalks is mounted 
on wheels. Cases of electricians’ 
equipment roll on wheels. The 
sound mixer’s panel and _his 
chair are on wheels. The time 
clock on the set sits on a wheeled 
table. The dressing rooms have 
wheels. Some walls of the set— 
“wild walls” they are called in 
studio parlance—are mounted on 
wheels so they can be easily and 
quickly moved. 


This might seem like an over- 
abundance of wheels but a brief 
visit on any motion picture set 
will convince you of its advan- 
tages. After every scene the 
floor lights—there may be as 
many as 100 bulky carbon ares 
in use if the picture is being 
filmed in technicolor—must be 
shifted to new positions. The 
scene just completed may be a 
long shot; the next one a closeup. 
That means that nearly every 
piece of equipment, including the 
telephone and the director’s desk, 
must be moved in closer to the 
center of production activity.
